Stewart called the meeting to 
order with the Pledge of 
Allegiance, holiday wishes, 
and an explanation of how 
the town will be voting on 
Articles 1, 2, and 3 taken in 
order.

Matt DePasquale

WILMINGTON - There are 
few places in Wilmington 
that are more Wilmington 
than Rocco’s. But there is 
sadness in Rocco’s this 
week. Matthew “Mattie” 
DePasquale died on 
Tuesday. 

Mattie, along with his 
brother Chuck, was one of 
Wilmington’s Good Guys. 
For the past 18 years, they 
have been:carrying on the 


family’ __ business, now 
approaching its 75th 
anniversary. 


Mattie was seldom seen in 
the dining room of Rocco’s. 
But if you went into the 
kitchen, he was _ usually 
there, working long hours. It 
was that way with their 
father, Rocco V. DePasquale, 
Wilmington’s first Good 
Guy. Some local people 
noticed the good things that 
Rocco was doing. So a group 
of them went to Rocco’s 
Restaurant and had a din- 


ner. Rocco did the cooking. 

Then they called for him to 
come out of the kitchen and 
presented him with the 
“Good Guy” award. 

Mattie and Chuck were 
spared the honor of cooking 
when the award was pre- 
sented to them, 37 years 
later. The restaurant was - 
closed at the time, due to a 
fire. 

Matt will be remembered 
for his dedication to ‘the 
community, devoting time 
and treasure to veterans 
causes, school music and 
sports programs, and myri- 
ad other events and initia- 
tives in the town. 

Matt battled kidney dis- 
ease for the past five years, 
and had undergone two kid- 
ney transplants.

From skeletal 
articulation to taxidermy, “It’s all normal to 
me,” said Matthews. “In my home, I have 
shrunken heads. A lot of stuff in jars. And 
a mummified, 18th century human. leg that 
is perfectly preserved.” 

On- the other side of the audiforium, mas- 
ter puppeteer Bill Diamond was accompa- 
nied by his cast of characters, including the 
mammoth Audrey II puppet he created for 
the Broadway musical “Little Shop of 
Horrors.” 

The Crier wanted to know which puppet 
was his favorite. “I can’t tell you. They’re 
all listening,” he said, then brought Gorgo, 
the gargoyle statue from Monster TV 
Network to life. “I’m not a puppet. I’m a 
fabricated American,” Gorgo said. The 
more it spoke, the more human it became. 

Diamond has made puppets come to life 
since working with Jim Henson at 19-years- 
In addition to being a producer and

director, he’s known for his work on Sesarfie 
Street, Fraggle Rock, The Dark Crystal, fed

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‘Wilmington did not have any Fourth of 
: July fireworks in the 1960s. But in July 1963, 
‘there were some spectacular fireworks in 
‘ the Town Hall. The firing of Stanley Webber 
as the principal assessor was certainly one 
} ofthe more dramatic firings ever to occur in 
‘ Wilmington. 

It pitted Webber, a grizzled local, against a 
| newly-arrived town manager half his age. 
} Bat Town Manager Gerald Bouchard had 
the strong hand, defined in the town charter. 
» > Webber had been the principal assessor for 

five years. The assessor is responsible for 
setting the tax rate and issuing the tax bills 
for the town. It was that latter task that was 
the stated issue that led to the firing. 

Technically, Webber was not a native. He 

was about five years old when his parents 
moved to town about 1905. 
Professionally, he was well-qualified. He 
graduated from Wilmington High School in 
“1920 and from the Bentley College of 
SBetounting. He had served on the Board of

Alfred Calabrese became town manager. 
Calabrese only lasted a couple of years as 


manager, and he was succeeded by Cecil 


Lancaster. It was an era in which no town 
manager lasted more than about three 
years. 

When Lancaster resigned in October 1962, 
Webber was mentioned as a possible candi- 
date for temporary 
Selectman John Brooks blocked that idea, 
saying that Webber was too valuable in his 
present position, that of principal assessor. 
Harold Melzar became the temporary town 
manager. 

In March 1963, the town hired Bouchard as 
town manager. Almost immediately, the 31- 
year-old newcomer locked horns with 
Webber. 

Bouchard implemented a new system for 
preparing the tax bills, combining the old 
Addressograph system with an NCR system. 
Well, that was the plan, anyway. It turned 
out that running the two systems together 
required additional training, and there were 
issues with that. 

The town hall was already using the NCR 
machine for the accounting and water 
departments. Bouchard’s decision to imple- 
ment its use for the tax bills 
was on a suggestion from 
the town accountant. 

Webber did not think it was 
a good idea. The NCR sys- 
tem used a no-carbon paper 
which could make multiple 
copies. However, it was quite 
sensitive to marking by pres- 
sure. Webber said that the 
book of tax bills was open to 
public inspection, and that 
the NCR paper would pick 
up marks. This could occur 
if someone took notes on 
another piece of paper, laid 
atop the NCR paper. 

Nonetheless, the town man- 
ager implemented the sys- 
tem. In May, he assured the 
Town Crier that the tax bills 
would be out by June 1. That 
did not happen.

The firing of Stanley Webber 


required a lengthy process to 
load information in order to 
produce the tax bills. But 
once that was done, things 
worked rapidly. The system 
had been in use for several 
years and the people in the 
assessor’s office were quite [| 
familiar with its operation. 

The new tax bills had to be 
printed on NCR paper. When 
Webber examined the proofs | 
for that printing, he rejected |) 
them, saying there were seri- | 
ous errors. 

It was mid-June before the 
new billheads were received. 
But the staff still had not 
been trained to use the NCR 
system. And the new system 
was slow. 

Bouchard set a deadline of 
July 15 for the completion of 
the tax bills. He was under pressure, since 
the town had no operating cash until the 
bills went out. Money would have to be bor- 
rowed. 

By the time July 1 rolled around, the bills 
were being processed. Webber then told 
Bouchard he was taking the day off on 
Friday, July 5. Bouchard told him he could 
not. Webber did take the day off, although 
he had two employees who worked that day. 

On the night of July 8, after an executive 
session of the selectmen, Webber was served 
with a letter from Bouchard, firing him. He 
was given ten days notice, but was told his 
presence in the town hall would not be wel- 
come. 

Webber emerged from the manager’s 
office, loudly announcing to those in the 
Town Hall, “I have been fired by a pack of 
lies! Lies to cover his own shortcomings! He 
is one of the most unethical persons I have 
ever come across! Doesn’t even give me a 
chance to talk to the Board of Selectmen at 
all.” 

Selectman Nick DeFelice rejoined that 
Webber did not need to talk to the select- 
men, that he worked under the manager — 
“and that’s that!” 

“This has been planned for quite a while, 
right from the start,” charged Webber. “He 
told me a few days after he came here, ‘If 
you don’t change your ways... ‘” 

“Somebody must have told him a pack of 
lies! I had to get appointments to talk to 
him. You (DeFelice) are the one who said it 
was all right if he fired Webber!” 

DeFelice denied that, saying he had only 
told Bouchard that he had the power to fire 
him. 

Before leaving, and with Bouchard in the 
room, Webber said that Bouchard was not 
big enough to handle the job, because he

Webber continued working the ten days 
allowed in the letter, finally sean are 
Town Hall on July 18. 

The selectmen then hired Frederic Gris 
as assessor.

North Woburn courthouse, 
Long explained the years of 
delay were largely due to a 
flurry of pretrial activity 
and evidentiary motions 
being filed by both prosecu- 
tors and defense attorneys. 

According to authorities, 
besides helping his younger 
sibling plot the jewelry 
heist, the elder Cinelli 
allegedly joined his 
deceased brother in robbing 
Stoneham’s Stop & Shop at 
gunpoint a month earlier. 

The Newburyport man is 
charged with conspiracy to 
commit masked armed rob- 
bery and accessory before 
the fact to masked armed 
robbery in the Maguire case, 
while facing an indictment 
for two counts of armed rob- 
bery, two counts of stealing 
by confining, and larceny 
over $250 for the hold-up at 
Stop & Shop in Nov. of 2010. 

Cinelli, himself a career 
criminal who reportedly 
characterized himself as the 
epitome of a truly reformed 
parolee, was previously 
being held at Ray Brook 
Federal Prison in New York 
on yet another set of 
charges in an unrelated 
drug case. , 

It's unclear if he's still 
being housed there, though 
he definitely remains in 
police custody. 

Investigators allege that 
Hanright served as the look- 
out as Domenic Cinelli 
robbed Kohl’s, while 
Dingwell purportedly agreed 
to pickup Hanright in the 
parking lot across from 
Kohl’s after the jewelry 


heist was foiled by local 
police. 

Hanright was indicted in 
2011 on 22 criminal counts, 
including first degree mur- 


der. Dingwell is charged 
with four counts of being an 
accessory to robbery after 
the fact, and two counts of 
misleading a police officer. 

Domenic Cinelli, out on 
parole despite having thrice 
been sentenced to lifetime 
imprisonment, was killed as 
he tried to flee the Kohl's 
parking lot.in East Woburn 
into a largely residential 
neighborhood off of 
Washington Street near the 
Reading line following the 
robbery. 

Authorities believe that 
Maguire, having already 
been mortally wounded, 
heroically squeezed off a 
round from his_ service 
revolver — the first time he 
ever discharged his weapon 
while on-duty in his 34-year 
career — and downed Cinelli 
before he could escape and 
likely cause more havoc in 
the neighborhood.

Dollar Holiday,” his 95-page monograph on Christmas. 
About half the book covers the history and tradition of gift 
giving at Christmas, the rest explains how and why 
Christmas has become a frantic, frenzied, very expensive 
experience in excess. We live in a materialistic culture - 
most of us are saturated with possessions. In other words, 
the thrill is gone. What’s left to buy, where’s the enjoyment? 
If you go back far enough, when the standard of living was 
mainly about basics, think 
how exciting: it must have 
been to celebrate Christmas 
with gifts and an abundance 
of fancy food - a once-a-year 
indulgence like no other time 
of the year. 

Today, the materialism of 
our society has become a 
clichéd joke. Just a few sta- 
tistics, in case you’ve 
become complacent: we’ve 
doubled our house size since 
1960, most of us can’t use our 
two and three car garages 
because they’re filled with 
stuff, many of us have more 
than one shed, needing more 
room for this-and-that. Our 
basements hold an endless glut of possessions. I could go on 
and on. 

Christmas shopping has been promoted as an obligatory 
activity, you might even say an act of patriotism, meant to 
feed and grow the U.S. economy. We’re constantly bom- 
barded with facts, figures, statistics and comparisons to last

teeters on the brink of calamity depending on how much we 
spend at Christmas. Those of us over a certain age can 
remember when Christmas was much simpler.

Even though he was shot in 
one arm and both legs and 
near death, he continued to 
lob dozens of grenades at 
militants so close he could 
hear them talking. At one 
point, he requested his fel- 
low soldiers fire upon his 
position to prevent the 
enemy from gaining ground. 
After successfully, and sin- 
gle-handedly, beating the 
enemy back, he continued to 
provide radio communica- 
tions and ammunition to his 
comrades as they eventually 
took back the area.

Fire prevention this holiday season 


Christmas Tree Safety Tips 


“The best way to prevent 
a Christmas tree fire is to 
water it well every day, 
place it well away from 
heat sources, and dispose 
of it soon after the holi- 
day,” said State Fire 
Marshal Stephen D. Coan. 

Although Christmas tree 
fires are no longer com- 
mon, when they do occur, 
they are more likely to be 
serious. In the U.S., on 
average, one of every 40 
reported residential 
(indoor) Christmas tree 
fires results in a death 
compared to an average of 
one death per 142 total 
reported home structure 
fires. There were two 
Christmas tree fires in 
Massachusetts last year. 

According to the U.S. 
Fire Administration, one 
of every three home 
Christmas tree fires are 
caused by electrical prob- 
lems and a heat source too 
close to the tree caused 
roughly one in every six. 

On December 30, 2013, at 
12:12 p.m., the Boston Fire 
Department was called to 
a Christmas tree fire in a 
12-unit apartment building. 
The gas stove ignited the 
tree in a second floor 
kitchen. No one was 
injured at this fire. 
Detectors were present 
and alerted the occupants. 
The home was not sprin- 
klered and damages from 
this fire were estimated to 
be $280,000. 


Selecting a Tree: Buy a 
cut tree as fresh as possi- 
ble. Tap the butt on the 
ground and grab a branch 
near the top and pull your 
hand along it slowly. 
Needles should not fall off. 
If you bend a needle and it 
breaks before bending in 
half, it’s too dry! If you use 
an artificial tree, select 
one with a flame retardant 
label. 

Caring for the Tree: Make 
a fresh cut an inch or two 
off the bottom before plac- 
ing it in the stand. This 
will help with absorption. 
Water a live tree every day. 

Placing the Tree: Place 
your tree in a non-tip style 
with wide feet, using extra 
wires if needed to keep it 
steady. Keep doorways and 
exits clear. Place your tree 
and decorations away from 
heaters, fireplaces, can- 
dles, and other sources of 
heat. 

Decorating the Tree: 
Purchase electric holiday 
lights that are listed by an 
approved testing agency 
and follow the manufactur- 
er’s directions. Consider 
switching to new LED 
lights that are cooler and 
use less electricity. Make 
sure the bulbs themselves 
are not touching the tree, 
curtains, wrapped gifts, 
and tree skirts. Never use 
lighted candles as decora- 
tions. Turn off the lights 
when leaving the house or 
going to bed for the night. 


Disposing of the Tree: 
Remove your tree soon 
after the holidays and take 
advantage of your commu- 
nity’s pick-up day, if avail- 
able. 


Outdoor Decorations 

Be sure to use only lights 
rated for outdoor use. 

Securely anchor outdoor 
lights and _ decorations 
against the wind and 
storms with insulated hold- 
ers or hooks. 

Do not drive nails, staples 
or tacks through wiring 
insulation; this can cause a 
fire. 

All outdoor electrical dec- 
orations should be plugged 
into a ground-fault circuit 
interrupter (GFCI). You 
can buy portable units for 
outdoor use, or you can 
have them permanently 
installed by an electrician. 

Bring outdoor electrical 
lights inside after the holi- 
days to prevent hazards 
and extend their life. 
Consider replacing old out- 
door lights with newer 
LED lights that are ‘green- 
er’ and cooler.

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term borrowing methods that the town can 
take advantage of thereby enabling the Town 
Manager to formulate a budget for short term 
and long term borrowing, for not only this 
facility, but for other facilities town-wide. He 
discussed maintenance components, detailed 
analysis, environmental investigation, assess- 
ments of condition of the rink and overall due 
diligence that would be expected from the 
town. 

In terms of financial implications, 
Newhouse pointed out “If we were to acquire 
the rink, at least for a period of approximate- 
ly three years, we would simply be a landlord, 
we wouldn’t control the operations of the rink, 
and we wouldn’t control the scheduling during 
that three year period however we would be 
realizing $12,000 a month in revenue.” He 
added that the acquisition “would not affect 
our taxes.” 

The site itself exceeds 13 acres, leaving con- 
siderable build out potential. Rinks in other 
towns were compared with Ristuccia Arena 
for revenue and operational costs. The bottom 
line, according to the study, was that the 
acquisition of the rink would not increase 
taxes. The intent is that the rink be operated 
in a ‘fiscally responsible manner’ 

It took a vote from Special Town Meeting in 
1984 to rezone the land to establish a rink. At 
the time, Wilmington residents were promised 
that they would have priority in use of the 
rink, but that promise was not kept. Ice time 
decreased as costs increased for Wilmington 
residents. 

Currently town organizations, including the 
Wilmington Boy’s and Girl’s Hockey teams, 
Wilmington Figure Skating Club and 
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Wilmington Youth Hockey have seen dimin- 
ished ice time, forcing them to go to other 
towns. To add insult to injury, Wilmington res- 
idents have been expected to pay the highest 
fees in the region. 

Acquiring the rink would benefit Wilmington 
residents in several ways. With money coming 
into the rink, it is expected to be a ‘break-even 
situation’ according to Town Manager Jeffrey 
Hull. Not only would Wilmington residents 
finally be allowed to enjoy public skating 
opportunities in their own town but there is an 
existing indoor gym and training facility on 
site as well as an outdoor track. 

Acquisition of the rink by the Town ensures 
that Wilmington families come first, and 
gives Wilmington the reins in running the 
rink. Models successfully utilized in other 
communities are being closely evaluated to 
determine the best and most efficient way to 
run the rink. 

Newhouse also provided background on 
access and use of the rink for the community, 
and referred to the 13 acre property as “an 
investment worth making.” Newhouse con- 
cluded by saying “We have an opportunity 
tonight to really finish what this town started 
in 1984, and if we ‘get this appropriation 
tonight, I know that the Board of Selectmen, 
the Town Manager and the Town are commit- 
ted making sure that we finish exactly what 
was started in 1984, and that’s providing ice 
time to Wilmington kids.” 

Town Manager Hull spoke from his perspec- 
tive. “In my estimation, in order for us to 
make the call to purchase this, I wanted to be 
assured that it was financially viable and that 
we would be able to sustain this operation 
without relying on the tax base.” 

Hull talked about the benefits of an 
Enterprise Fund, and added that, “This [pur- 
chase] is a self-sustaining enterprise.” 

Not everyone agreed. Resident Kevin

MacDonald made it clear that he does not 
support the rink purchase. Prior to the meet- 
ing, MacDonald handed out fliers comparirig 
the arena with the Burbank Arena: in 
Reading. He cited issues such as the age of 
the building and ice flooring (10 years older 
than Burbank Arena), and that there will.no 
longer have a professional team (Bruin’s) 
locker room rental. 

MacDonald started out with a bible verse 
“Know the truth and the truth will set.you 
free.” He cited that the current users of the 
rink, the Shamrock’s, St. John’s Prep, and:the 
Bruins will no longer bring revenue to ‘the 
Resident Peter Mullarky told. MacDonald, 

“This is for our children, Kevin. I don’t think 
you understand that.” 

MacDonald asked to bring Article 3 which 
covers the authorization to the Town Manager 
to acquire, sell, lease, exchange, transfer or 
dispose of the rink, into reconsideration. 
Moderator Stewart reminded him, “We 
haven’t even voted on it.” 

MacDonald stood his ground, and when he 
posed the question “What happens when Mr. 
Hull is wrong and this rink is bleeding money, 
then will you reconsider?” The. answer was a 
resounding “No.” 

Selectman Michael McCoy spoke in support 
of the rink. “I think at the erid of the day, that 
we need to make a wrong a right, as Mr. 
Newhouse stated. I hope we do what was 
intended to do, unfortunately 30 years later, 
and I’m with you folks, and we need the sup- 
port.” 

It was James Stewart’s last night as Town 
Moderator. “Article number 4,” he announced, 
and quipped “And I didn’t even get to tell 
someone they were on thin ice.” 

Stewart concluded saying “I too am a resi- 
dent of Wilmington, and all I can say is 'Go 
Wildcats’.”

“There were about 
four or five college coaches 
on hand to watch him pitch:

After a junior season 
which saw him lead his team 
to, the Division 1 state cham- 
pionship, it seemed nearly 
impossible for Central 
Catholic quarterback Mike 
Milano to come back this 
season and be even better in 
his senior year. 

But that is exactly what the 
signal caller from 
Tewksbury did. While he 
and his teammates were 
unable to achieve last year’s 
lofty heights of the state 
championship, having been 
eliminated in the North 
Sectional semi-finals by St. 
John’s Prep, they still had 
an outstanding season, 
going 6-1 in the regular sea- 
son, and capturing their 
third straight MVC Division 
1 championship. 

As for Milano himself, he 
quite simply could not have 
been any better, as he closed 
out his brilliant high school 
career in style. Milano gave 
new meaning to ‘the term 
dual threat quarterback this 
season, rushing for 980 yards 
and 12 touchdowns, while 
throwing for 1,465 yards and 
15 more scores in a spectac- 
ular campaign that culmi- 
nated in him last week being 
named the MVC Division 1 
Offensive Player of the Year. 

The great season capped 
off a tremendous career 
which saw Milano throw for 
4/502 yards and 42 touch- 
downs, leading Central 
Catholic to a 27-4 record in 
his three years as a starter 
for the Raiders. 

As, great as Milano’s sea- 


son and career were, he 
never felt like he was a lock 
to win any post season 
awards, not with all of the 
other great talent in the 
MVC. 

“It was a great honor to 
win an award like that,” 
Milano said. “There are a 
ton of great quarterbacks 
and other offensive players 
in the MVC, so to receive an 
award like that feels very 
good.” 

Milano is right that there 
were certainly plenty of 
other great players in MVC 
Division 1, but it would have 
been hard for voters to 
ignore some of the outstand- 
ing performances by Milano 
this season. The only real 
difficulty may have been 
trying to pick out which 
game was his best. 

You could certainly start 
with the 35-31 come from 
behind victory over 
Chelmsford back on October 
24, when Milano ran for 254 
yards and three touchdowns 
and threw for another 117 
yards to lead his team to the 
win. 

That may have been his 
best individual performance 
of the season, but Milano 
would likely take more pride 
in any of his three outstand- 
ing games against arch rival 
Andover, whom the Raiders 
swept this season, beating 
them in the regular season, 
the playoffs and one again 
on Thanksgiving. 

He rushed for 170 yards 
and three touchdowns and 
threw for another score in a 
49-85 win over Andover on 
September 26, and followed 
that up by going 11-for-17 for 


209 yards and a touchdown 
in a 28-21 win over the 
Golden Warriors in the 
Division 1 North quarterfi- 
nals. 

And finally, Milano closed 
out his career on 
Thanksgiving Day by throw- 
ing for 230 yards and three 
touchdowns, while also rush- 
ing for 50 yards in a 41-21 
Raiders win. 

“Our season went very 
well, and beating Andover 
three times was a big part of 
it,” Milano said. “Things 
didn’t go the way we would 
have liked with two losses to 
St. John’s Prep, but as a 
team I thought we had a 
great season.” 

Not surprisingly Milano 
credits his teammates for 
much of his success, particu- 
larly his ability to run the 
ball so effectively out of the 
read option offense of the 
Raiders. 

“We do have some designed 
quarterback runs, but usual- 
ly my runs come out of zone 
reads,” Milano said. “We 
have some very good run- 
ning backs so the defense 
has to be worried about 
them and they will crash on 
them so I can run.” 

Milano might be a little too 
modest in his assessment of 
his play. As his coach Chuck 
Adamopoulos pointed out to 
the Town Crier last season 
in the midst of Milano’s out- 
standing junior campaign, it 
is the quarterback’s ability 
to both run and pass that 
makes the read option so 
effective. 

“It is very important in the 
spread offense for the QB to 
be a double threat. It pre- 


vents teams from loading up 
on stopping one thing,” 
Adamopoulos said at the 
time. “Mike worked hard in 
the off season on his game 
and it is paying off.” 

Still, it is his teammates 
that Milano will miss most 
when he moves on to college 
next season. There are plen- 
ty of great memories to take 
from the field, but it is shar- 
ing them with his friends 
that truly makes them spe- 
cial. 

“Obviously the state cham- 
pionship last year is a great 
memory and we made a few 
other marks in history as 
well,” Milano said. “We 
were the first team to win 
the MVC three years in a 
row, and we were also the 
first team to beat Andover 
three times in on season. 

“I have been blessed with 
great teammates. Football 
is a special bond that brings 
you together like a family.” 

As for Milano’s actual fam- 
ily, Milano says he could not 


have gotten better support 


at home from his parents 
and ‘his brother throughout 
his career. 

“They have been great. I 
love my family, my parents 
and my older brother. They 
have shown me endless sup- 
port,” Milano said. “My par- 
ents came to every game. 
My brother is in college, so 


it is tough for him to make it © 


to games, but he actually 
made it to three or four 
games this year. I can’t 
thank them enough.” 

No doubt the Milano’s will 
be doing plenty of traveling 
in the years to come to 
attend Mike’s college games.

qualify for the national championships, Loiselle first had to win 
the state title. That victory earned him a trip to Ohio, where he 
prevailed in his age group. 

“I did have some good competition (in the National Senior 
Games),” Loiselle said. 

He went on to win this year's World Senior Games, which 
was a 2-day event that requires stamina, concentration and ath- 
letic ability. Overall, there were about 90-100 participants, who 
shoot at 60-yard targets. Starting with the age 50 group, entrants 
are divided into age classifications. 

“Probably the toughest part is being able to shoot 100 arrows 
for two days in a row,” he said. “There aren't a lot of people who 
can do that at my age.” 

Surprisingly, Loiselle doesn't go in for practice much. He's 
pretty much a natural. He's been an avid bow hunter for 50- 
some years, and he maintains a membership at the Woburn 
Sportsmen's Association in Bedford, which has field and indoor 
archery courses, but-he gets most of his shooting done when 
he's giving private lessons to others.

The 2007-2009 recession was 
the worst downturn since the 
1930s, and the economy has 
struggled to regain its footing. 
The U.S. has been stuck with 
sub-par growth averaging 2.2 
percent per year. The NABE 
forecasters believe growth this 
year will average an anemic 2.2 
percent, matching last year's 
performance, 

But the NABE forecasting 
panel, composed of 48 econo- 
mists, believes growth will 
finally move into higher gear 
next year, reflecting continued 
job gains and a boost in con- 
sumer spending linked to the 
recent big drop in energy 
prices. The 3.1 percent forecast 
for 2015 is up slightly from a 3 
percent projection the NABE 
panel made in September. 

The government reported 
Friday that the economy creat- 
ed. 321,000 jobs in November, 
the most in nearly three years. 
With just one month to go, the 
country is on track to see the 
largest annual gain in jobs 
since 1999. More people work-

ing means more incomes and 
higher consumer spending, 
which accounts for about 70 
percent of economic activity. 

NABE President John 
Silvia, the chief economist at 
Wells Fargo, said NABE is also 
forecasting that inflation will 
remain restrained in 2015 with 
various measures remaining 
below the Federal Reserve's 2 
percent target . for price 
increases. The panel projected 
that the annual increase in con- 
sumer prices will hold steady 
at 1.7 percent next year, the 
same as what is expected for 
this year. The modest inflation 
means that Fed policymakers 
will have leeway to keep inter- 
est rates lower for longer. 

Members of the forecasting 
panel pushed back their expec- 
tation for the first hike in the 
Fed's key short-term interest 
rate, which has been near zero 
for six years. 

Now, 46 percent of the 
NABE panelists think the first 
Fed rate hike won't happen 
until the July-September quar- 
ter next year, up from 26 per- 
cent who targeted that period 
before. Those who think a rate 
hike could still occur in the 


April-June period dropped to 30 
percent, down from 43 percent 
in the previous NABE forecast 
in September. 

When the Fed does start 
raising rates, the panelists 
expect gradual increases, put- 


- ting the short-term rate at just 


0.75 percent by the end of 2015. 

The panelists see a continu- 
ation of the gap between an 
improving U.S. economy and 
growing weakness abroad. 
More than half of the panelists 
— 54 percent — believe the 
world's developed economies 
are mired in "secular stagna- 
tion," a prolonged period of 
sub-trend growth. 

While forecasting 3.1 per- 
cent U.S. growth, the NABE 
panelists projected much weak- 
er in Europe and Japan. It 
forecast 1 percent growth in 
Japan and 1.2 percent growth 
in the European Union. China's 
growth was put at 7 percent for 
next year. 

The NABE forecasters, 
while concerned about global 
weakness, put the risks that the 
United States could dip into 
recession over the next year as 
a very low 10 percent.
